Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 3, 6, 7, 11-15, 20-3 1, 33, 34, 37-39, 41, and 42 remain not enabled with respect to 
the following biological deposit requirement (as set forth in the previous Office action): 

If the deposit(s) has/have been made under the terms of the Budapest Treaty, then an 
affidavit or declaration by Applicants or someone associated with the patent owner who is in a 
position to make such assurances, or a statement by an attorney or record over his/her signature, 
and registration number, stating that the specific strain(s) has/have been deposited under the 
Budapest Treaty and that all restrictions imposed by the depositor on the availability to the 
public of the deposited material will be irrevocably removed upon the granting of a patent, would 
satisfy the deposit requirements .
